The immigration authorities at Ot- 
tawa state that there is no founda- 
tion for the charges against their 
literature, but say that the state of 
Wisconsin objects to losing good cit- 
izens at the rate wey ‘have been mov- 
ing to Canada for the past five years, 
Wisconsin is not the first state to re- 
fuse Canada space in which to make 
a display of its products, though a 
few years ago they used to urge 
Canada to come and get free all the 
space desired, |
